“Woman in the Case’ Fells. 


How She Helped Bribe 
. Bilbo, 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSON, Miss., April 8.—For nearly 
seven hours Mrs. C. J. Neil, ‘‘the 
woman in the case,’’ sat on the witness 
stand in the State Senate and told of 
her experience as ‘“‘go-between’’ in the 
Bilbo-Dulaney bribery case. She as- 
serted she acted as ‘“‘go-between” and 
brought about Dulaney’s offer of $1000 
to Senator Bilbo to change his vote from 
Vardaman to Percy. 

Mrs. Neil declared that she did not 
know bribery was a crime until she 
looked up the statutes on the subject; 
that she thought larceny was excus- 


eble under. certain circumstances; that 
} she wotttlidilie tediianens gZame for the 


money that was in it, and was ready 
‘and willing to buy votes whenever and 
wherever they could be bought. 

Asked as to her occupation, 
plied: 

“Selling books, working real 
and buying Mississippi senators.”’ 

Mrs. Neil admitted that she never saw 
any bribe in money passed. was never 
paid any money for her services, and 
had no knowledge that any legislator 
had received money for his vote. The 
sum and substance of the woman's tes- 
timony was .hat she acted as a secop 
dary agent for Mrs. Roby Hall; wife 
of the Hotel Lemon proprietor, with 
whom Dulaney is charged with having 
éntered into a conspiracy to buy votes. 
They were to work hand in-hand and 
“pick out the soft ones,’ make over- 
tures, report progress. to Dulaney from 
time to time, and get some money—no 
amount mentioned—in case Percy was 
elected.

Overheard Telephone Conversation. 

“I told Chief poe ” said the wit- 
ness, ‘“‘that Dr. ulkner said the re- 
ports were vague and unsatisfactory, 
and that Healy ought to be made to ex- 
plain. The Chief said I'd better inves- 
tigate it, then. Threé. days later I 
called on the Chief with another report, 
but told him Dr, Faulkner advised still 
further investigation. He replied, ‘All 
right, I'll take care of it.’ 

Chief Creecy’s failure to submit these 
reports to the board is the basis of one 
of the charges against him. 

In regard to the telephone conversa- 
tion, Chief Creecy had said he could 
not recollect it. Walton could not fix 
the date, but said it was about the mid- 
die of last January, on a Friday aft- 
ernoon. Chief Creecy was in the board 
room when there was a telephone call 
for him. Walton said he answered the 
telephone and ized the voice. He 
sent a messenger for the Chief, and 
overheard part of the subsequent con- 
versation. 

Hocker objected vigorously to this 
testimony and had Teichmann’s sup- 
port in his contention that it was irre- 
levant and vague, since Walton did not 
give the date. Laird overruled the ob- 
jection, on the ground that the testi- 
mony was admissible as showing the 
accuracy of Creecy’s memory, if for to 
other reason.

In Eleven Months It Fails to 
Equal Showing . of -Old 
“Combine” Body. 





Have Not Passed Any Ordi- 


nance on the Grade Cross- 
ing Menace. 





After a more or less leisurely session 
of 11 months, the Municipal Assembly is 
ready to adjourn without having passed 


any significant part “ the ne ex- 
pected of it. 

In a comparison with the last As- 
sembly, which was distinguished by a 
“combine” in the House of Delegates, 
the showing made by the present legis- 
lators is not regarded as flattering. 

The preceding Assembly failed to give 
competition with the gas and electrie 
monopolies, so also has the present 
body. In respect to public improve- 
ments, including the abolition of grade 
crossings, the former Assembly made a 
much better record than did the one 
about to close. 

Since April-21, 1908, this Assembly has 
considéred 936 bills, of which 745 or 
about 80 per cent, have been .passed. 
The former Assémbly had before it more 
than 1000 bills and enacted 763. 

The last House and Council author- 
ized the paving of 88 miles of streets 
and 15 miles of alléys. The present As- 
sembly has passed bills for the improve- 
ment of 23 miles of nee and 17 miles 
of alleys. 

The principal achievement of this As- 
sembly was the passage of bills sanc- 
tioning contracts for the building of the 
main span of the Free Bridge, the con- 
demnetion of land for the wagon ap- 


| proaches—against the protests of the. 


United Free Bridge Committee—the reg- 
ulatiun of traffic on the streets, the 
combination of the offices of Boiler In- 
spector and Smoke Inspector, the em- 
ployment of a landscape architect, the 


improvement of tenements, the hauling

Alabama, Democratic members of the 
Special Committee, that nothing what- 
ever will -be accomplished by the in- 
quiry. 

Senator Hale unblushingly announced 
that the information being accumulated 
is desired for use in the ere 
congressional campaign. 

Senator Lodge started the series of 
disclosures by saying that the Inveati- 
gating Committee could not accomplish 
its work through the bureaus and de- 
partments of the Government. Infor- 
mation concerning wages and prices 
could not be obtained unless the com- 


said special agents must be sent to 
certain cities and _ specific inquiries 
made. This he estimated would cost 
$65,000. Four months at least would be 
required to gather the data. 

Senator Hale seemed dismayed, say- 
ing that in-view of the agitation com- 
ing within a few months, the figures 
and the facts were absolutely neces- 
sary. ; . 

Can’t Get Away From Politics. 
This plain intimation that the data 
was sought for political use shocked 
Senator Bacon, who deprecated the in- 
jection of politics into a purely non- 
partisan inquiry. 

It was declared by Senator Ledge that 
politics had never been suggested by any 
member of the committee. The effect 
of the investigation on the coming elec- 
tions had not been considered. He as- 
sured Mr. Hale that a great mass of

Postmaster-General to Take 
Active Charge of Congres- 
sional, Campaign. 


G. O. P. IN-A BAD WAY 


President Taft and Members 
of the Cabinet Will Take 
Stump at Once. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTCN, April 8—The situa- 
tion in the Republican party has become 
sG desperate that Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock has been detached from duty 
practically as head of the Postoffice De- 
partment, and has been assigned to 
take charge of the coming congréssional 
campaign. | 

Whether this will lead to his resigna- 
tion from the Cabinet depends upon 


whether the public will stand for a 
cabinet member moving his office to 
New York and Chicago for six months 
while he is supposed to be running a 
department. 

It is Mr. Hitchcock’s ambition to make 
a record as Postmaster-General, and he 
had announced that he would take no 
‘part in the coming campaign, but the 
President, the other members of the 
Cabinet and “the men in the party, 
particularly the men who have made it 
difficult for the party to do anything,” 
have put the job up to Mr. Hitchcock. 

If a choice becomes necessary Mr. 
Hitcheock will resign his cabient posi- 
tion to carry on the fight that the Presi- 
dent himsélf admitted i: a losing one. 
Within a few days Mr. Hitchcock will 
cease even a pretense of. supervising 
affairs at the department and will de- 
vote all his time to the campaign. | 

“Party Is in a Bad Way.” 

The emergency was described today 
by a loyal supporter of the administra- 
tion and one of the leading ee in 
these words: 

“The party fs in a bad dar-the worst 
fix it has-been in many yéars. The de- 
mands from all over the country have 
not been met by the men in Congress, 
and by not meeting them they have 
put the party in a bad way. Congress 
will have to determine the future. 

“TIT believe, and so does the President, 
that if Congress gets to work and enacts 
into laws all the Taft policies, there is 
some chance of carrying the fall elec- 
tions. But if Congress continues to do 
as it had beefi ‘doing, there is about 
as much chance of the Republicans 
being successful as the lad had for his 
life in Dante’s “Inferno.” It will be 
a hopeless fight unless Congress gets 
busy. 

“Both factions of the Republican party 
in Congress are to blame for the condi- 
tions, one just as much as the other.” 

Those who have made it difficult for 
the party to do anything, referred to 
above, who are insisting that Hitchcock 
go into the campaign, are the regulars—

Questioned about a letter in which 
Henry wrote of. sending her ‘1000 
kisses,’ she _ said that all the members 
of her husband's family were accus- 
tomed to write to her in rather ex- 
travagantly affectionate phrases. 

in his testimony, the husband said 
that the wife, Gussie Irene Hubbard, 
became so cold toward him after she 
became acquainted with Henry that she 
refused to let him sit beside her on a 
car. She once protested so loudly, he 
said, when he essayed.to seat himself 
beside her, that the other passengers 
thought him a masher.

SURETY C0. PLEADS 
1S BOND 10 GiTY 
WAS ILLEGAL 


‘After Ten Years’ Fighting in 


Court It Takes the 
Last Stand.\ ~ 


The dark days and darker nights of 
10 years ago, when citizens armed with 
ropes threatened to hang a few mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates unless 
lighting bill was passed, were 
in the United States 


a city 
recalled Friday 
Circuit Court. 

The case was that of the City of St. 
Louis vs. Kern Incandescent Gaslight 
Co. and the National Surety Co. 

It was the Kern company which failed 
in its contract 10 years ago, leaving the 
city in darkness, save for the moon. 
The National company was on its bond 
for $200,000. The city sued on this bond 
in 1901 in the Circuit Court, and after 
many delays the matter got into the 
United States Circuit Court in 190. 

The late Judge Finkelnburg heard the 
pleadings. No decision was rendered by 
him, and in the meantime the surety 
company was trying to settle with the 
city for $100,000. An ordinance to this 
effect failed of passage. 

The case is still unsettled, but the,Na- 
tional Surety Co. took another step Fri- 
day, when it filed an amended answer 
declaring that the bond which it gave 
for $200,000 was illegal in the first place, 
because, under the laws of New York, 
under which it was incorporated, no 
eompany can give bond for a sum ex- 
ceeding 10 per cent of its capital stock. 
The National’s stock is $1,000,000; there- 
fore its legal limit for a bond is $190,000. 

Judge Dyer sat up straight and leaned 
forward over the bench when this re- 
markable plea Was made. 

“Why does this company make such 
a plea as this at this late date?’ he 
inquired, addressing Judge William C. 
Marshall, former member of the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri, attorney for 
the National Surety Co. 

yvudge Marshall flushed and halted 
an instant. 

“We have waited this long,’’ he re- 
plied, “because any surety company 
hates to make such a plea as this ex- 
cept as a last resort.”’ 

Assistant City Counselor Charles 
smiled. Judge Dyer called for all the 
papers in the case, took the matter un- 
der advisement and ordered the adjourn- 
ment.of court.

| CHINESE WALL 


Commercial Organization 
Adopts Report Criticizing 
the Levee Board. 


WIGGINS CO. FAVORED 


Proposed Increase in Coal 
Prices Also Acted Upon 
by the Merchants. 


By adopting report of the River Front 
Committee of the East St. Louis Com- 
mercial Club Thursday night at its reg- 
ular meeting in the Elks’ Home, the 
club rebuked the Levee and Drainage 
Commissioners for their proposed plan 
of erecting a “Chinese wall” along the 
East St. Louis river front and accused 
them of partiality to the Wiggins Ferry 


Co. 

The report, which was read by Frank 
Cc. Smith, chairman, sBtated that the 4- 
foot wall that is to be built 30 feet 
outside of Front street, will form a 
barrier between East St. Louis and the 
river and that openings in the wall for 
access to the river are to be made for 
the convenience of the Wiggins Ferry 
Co. 

A protest was also voiged against 
making Front street the western bound- 
ary of the district whereby, according 
to the report, the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
is exempt from taxation on all its prop- 
erty west of that street. The committee 
asked that steps be taken ‘‘to prevent 
the contemplated outrage.”

L. Gray, a member of the Levee 
Board, protested against the action of 
the Commercial Club in adopting the 
report and invited any member who 
cared to look inte the levee matter to 
come to the offices of the board.
